A Singular Story cf Poverty From Sa- 
vannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Auguat 2,—[Special.]—Po- 
liceman Deignan reported at the barracks yes 
terday afternoon, the worst case of squalor ia 
the city. The officer was passing throug’ © 
group of negroes who were attracted to the 
fire at the cotton factory when he heard some 
one remark that “Something ought to be done 
for the ole woman.” The policeman made 
some inquiries, and was told that “Old Rag- 
picker Nan” was lying ina miserable den at 
the foot of Little Jones street. In a row of 
smal) frame houses of the poorest kind, one 
was pointed out to him which was more 
dilapidated than the others. There was 
only one room on the first floor. A flight of 
rickety steps led up to a little low attic. Ev- 
ery inch of the steps and floor was covered 
thickly with dust, and the room down stairs 
was dingy and uninviting. There was noth- 
ing there, and he started up the stairs. A 
dozen black faces peeped in at the door and 
cautioned him to be careful. The stairs 
creaked at every step, and threatened to tum- 
ble down. The door at the top of the flight 
was tightly shut. In response to his sharp 
rap, came the inquiry: ‘“Who’sdar?” _ 

Those at the front door urged the policeman 
not to go in, telling him that Nan would con- 
jure him. He did not heed their superstitious 
warnings, however, and as the door was not 
opened he forced it open. Within was what 
be afterwards declared was the most squalid 
and sickening spectacle he hadever seen. An 
old negress, of large frame, but gaunt and hag- 
gard, was sitting bolt upright on the filthiest of 
cots. Her long Indian-like hair was nnkempt, 
and with the sunken eyes and almost naked 
black body gave her more the appearance of 
some wild creature than a human being. All 
around and abov' the room were 
evidences of ) former occu- 
pation. Rags covered rything. The floor 
‘was thickly strewn with uirty, foul rags, gath- 
ered from Sa garbage barrels and boxes, 
and no doubt from even filthier places. They 
were piled up against the door so that it could 
hardly be pushed open. The walls were lined 
with rags, and rags hung from every shingle 
and rafterinthe room. They fairly reeked 
with stench, and vermin crawled every where. 
Old bott?es and empty cans and jars were 
piled up around the cot and in the corners of 
the room. It wastruly a wretched, misera- 
ble, uncanny den, fit for nothing but 
vermin to exist in. The old woman 
had been lying there helpless for three 
weeks. The negroes in the neizhborhood 
said thatthey were afraid to go into the room 
to assist her, as she has the reputation of be- 
ing a conjuror and able to put a spell upon any 
one who may chance to incur her displeasure. 
She issaid to have a grandson, who occasion- 
ally took her some bacon and a few things to 
eat. 

“Old Nan” was for years a familiar character 
on cur streets, begging rags where she could 
get them, and poking into every nook and 
corner to find them.

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LE CONTE PEAR CULTURE. 


The Magnificent Orchard of Mr. Leander 


Varnadoe, in Thomas County, 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., August 2.—[Special. ]— 
Your correspondent visited the magnificent 
pear orchard of Mr. Leander Varnadoe, just 
three miles from Thomasville. While there 
he learned from the proprietor and owner of 
this valuable property many facts which, 
while astonishing to us all,are none theless 
true. You have been told that the LeConte 
pear industry of this county is a very a big 
thing. Here,are the facts to prove it: 

Mr. Varnadoe came to Thomasville about 
fifteen years ago, from his home in Liberty 
county, and brought with him three small 
pear trees of the LeConte variety, so called 
after the distinguished family of that name 
who introduced it in this state. Mr. 
Varnadoe’s fortune had been wrecked 
by the war, and starting here witn very limi- 
ted means and heavy responsibilities, ‘from 
the pear business alone, skillfully managed, 
has accumulated a snug little fortune. Cer- 
tain it ie that he js the owner of a home sup- 
plied with every comfprt, and surrounded by 
one of the largest and most valuable pear 
grovesin the south. Togive an idea of the 
wonderful productiveness of the LeConte pear 
and its market value, Mr. Varnadoe stated to 
your correspondent that fromthe three smail 
trees set out in his yard fifteen years ago he 
had made over $40,000. Of course this sum 
was not made from the fruit gathered off of 
three trees, but it does mean that in fifteen 
years, with three parent trees to start with, 
the grand sum of $40,000 has been 
made. The DeConte is not only a 
vigorous grower, but highly pro- 
ductive. A yield of twenty-five bushels is 
often gotten from a six yearold tree. The 
pears are readily marketed in the north and 
east at $2.50 to six dollars a crate or half 
bushel. At $3 a crate a tree six years old yield- 
ing twenty five bushels is worth $150a year. 
Theee figures are large but not fabulous. 
The income last year from Mr. Varnadoe’s 
orchard was $7,000. 

These plain facts demonstrate not only the 
rapid growth and great productiveness of the 
pear, but that it thrives unusualiy well in 
Thomas county, and that she may aptly be 
called the home of the LeConte pear. 

The recent storm in this section damaged 
the pear crop at least two-thirds—perhaps 
three-fourths, and it is easy tosee that a loss 
of the pear crop of Thomas county means the 
loss to the connty of many thousand dollars. 


THE MAD DOG SCARE, 


The Destruction Caused by One Rabid 
Animal. 

ATHENS, Ga., Angust 2.—[Special.]—Only a 
few weeks ago a mad dog, foaming and froth- 
ing at the mouth and snapping at everything 
that made a noise near him, made his appear- 
ance on the premises of Mr. Marion Williams, 
jost across the Clarke line, and dashed imme- 
diately into a pen of hogs, and bit five of them 
inatwivkling. The dog was then hunted and 
killed, but it is not known how many other 
animals were bitten before this.

Some Evidences of Georgia's Capability as 
an Agricultural State. 

Caterpillars are reported from Clay coun- 
ty. 

Fort Gaines has sixty carloads of melons 
yet to ship. 

A garden in McDonough contains one 
sunflower plant with 55 flowers in bloom. 

Mr. lke Miller, of Baldwin county, has sixty 
acres of cotton that will make nearly a@ baie por 
acte. 

Mr. R. L. Foreman, of Wilkes county, has 
juet gathered ninety odd bushels of Irish potatoes 
from one acre, one of the potatoes weighing a half 
ounce more than two pounds. 

The corn crop on uplands in Patnam is 
yery good, Cotton is improying every day. It 
good seazons continue, the yleld will far surpass 
the hopes of farmers two weeks ago, 

Saturday of last week at twelve o’clock a 
stalk of cotton in Major Cobb’s field in Habersham 
county had seventy-one bolls and squares; Wednes- 
day @twelve o'clock it hadone hundred and’ two 
bollsand squares. 

The Lumpkin Independent says: ‘There is 
a marked improvement in crops within the last 
ten days, since they have been cleared of grass, 
but corn can only mature what it has already 
made. With the proper distribution of rain there 
is yet ample time tomake a good cotton crop.”’ 

Mr. W. 8S. Dickson, of Hancock county, 
gathered three watermelons last week whose con- 
bined weight was 139 pounds. He has raised many 
fine ones this year. Melons are not the only fine 
things that he is raising this year. His corn crop 
is the best and most promising, every way, that he 
has ever had. 

Mr, J. M. Rape, of Henry county, furnishes 
a curiosity in the shape of pea production. The 
pod is 33% inches in length, with the peas from 
one and a halftotwo inches apart. The variety 
is unknown, but though be “Hammond's 
Best,”’ as it came in a package sent out from the 
department at Washington. 

Mr. C. T. DeGraffenried, marshal of Camilla, 
is a model farmer. In town he has two patches of 
groundpeas, in which the vines already cover the 
ground, and each hill has already made abouta 
pint of pinders. He his aboutan acre and three 
quarters, and the estimated yield will be seventy 
bushels. He raises meat for his family on these 
patches every year. 

The Fort Gaines Tribune says: On last Mon- 
day we had the pleasure ot visiting T. B. Jenkins’s 
bachelor quarters and taking a look at his farm. 
His corn fields make a better average, to be 
of such vast acreage, than any seen this 


year, and he will, at a rough estimate, 
make at least twenty bushels per acre. Next we 


visited his ‘forty bale’’ cotton field. This field con- 
sists of fifty acres of the prettiest Cotton we ever 
saw in one tract of land—full of fruit and waist 
high, and with its present stock of fruit Mr. 
Jenkins thinks he will get his forty bales. The next 
thing of importance that we took a look at was his 


well — lied orchard, which was abundantly 


laden with fruit of al kind. After dinner we took 
a short stroll over another part of his farm, and 
found everything in “apple pie’’ order and corn 
and cotton as good, if not better, than what 
we have already described. Tom runs five plows, 
and will make enovgh hog and hominy to run him 
another vearand more cotton than he thinks he 
can possibly gather.

He seemed to have actually 
been starved to death.

| ‘Today, at Bayreuth, a grand state faneral

thr ne. Just what musical rank 
is to be assigned to this wondertul pianist 
‘wea wel) suggested by oncot his enrligs 


critics who said, ‘‘Thalberg is the first, but 
Liszt is the only one !”’ 

Franz Liszt was born in Hungary seventy- 
five years ago. His musical precocity be- 
came apparent at the ageof six, and the 
liberality of the Hungarian nobility enabled 
him to enjoy the best advantages that the 
world then afforded.. After'a series of bril- 
liant successes he gave himself up to gloomy 
fancies and religious shop-sodies, varied by 
an unfortunate entanglement with a lady of 
rank. Emerging froma period of seclusion 
he divided public attention with Thalberg, 
and was received everywhere with great en- 
thusiasm. Decorations, medals and swords 
were presented to him, and a monument 
was erected to him at Bonn, his birthplace. 
In 1865 he took ecclesiastical honors, and 
was afterwards known as the Abbe Liszt. 

He was a prolific composer, his works 
numbering several hundred. He was noted 
for the production of difficult and novel ef- 
fects. Although he hada firm, vigorous and 
wonderfully flexible fingering, his aim 
seemed to be to astonish, and he therefore 
sacrificed grace to strength. Even in his old 
age he retained his skill, and his magnetism 
attracted all lovers of music to the last. His 
death closes a remarkable career. He played 
many parts. He was a man of the world—a 
hermit, a traveler, a musician, an author, a 
roue and a priest. There must have been 
both mental] and moral unsoundness in his 
make-up. Greatness cannot be denied him, 
but it was the greatness of lunacy. There 
is no room for another like him. 


A Notable Convention. 

Early in November the National Prison 
Reform association will hold a week’s ses- 
sion in Atlanta. 

Among the delegates in this body will be 
some of the most distinguished men in the 
United States, men who stand in the front 
rank of the thinkers and workers of the 
age. Thedeliberations of the association 
will be presided over by ex-President Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes, and will be participated in 
by some of our most famous Americans. 

The delegates will be selected from the 
Committees of Charit’es and Ccrrections in 
the states having such organizations. In 
other states they will be appointed by the 
governors, care being exercised to select rep- 
resentative men who feelan interest in the 
cause. The governors and ex-governors of 
Georgia and the adjacent states, as well as 
our representatives in congress, will be in- 
vited to take an active part in the proceed- 
ings.

Cotton Facts. 

The New York Financial Chronicle’s ad- 
vices for the week ending July 30 show the 
total receipts of cotton to be 9,060 bales, 
against 6,744 bales the week before, 9,471 
bales the previous week and 12,964 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
since September 1, 1885, 5,298,672 bales, 
against 4,723,913 bales tor the same period 
of 1#84-85, an increase since September 1, 
1885, of 574,759 bales. 

The exports for the week amounted to 22,- 
222 bales, of which 18,072 were to Great 
Britain, 601 to France, and 3,549 to the rest 
of the continent. 

Speculation in futures during the week 
was quite fitful, prices being feverishly vari- 
riable and very irregular. Crop accounts 
have been fairly favorable, but excessive heat 
in Texas gave rise to discouraging reports, 
and the renewal of rains in the Atlantic 
states was unfavorable. 

The visible supply of cotton is 1,438,029 
bales, against 1,477,477 for 1885, 1,327,902 
for 1-84, and 1,998,356 for 1883, a decrease 
of 39,452 bales as compared with the same 
date of 1*5, a decrease of 389,877 bales as 
compared with 1884, and a decrease of 560,- 
331 bales as compared with 1883. 

At the interior towns the receipts are 
7,659 bales, a decrease of 5,684 bales during 
the week of the old interior stocks, but 34,- 
049 bales more than at the same period last 
year. The total receipts from the planta- 
tions not including overland receipts and 
southern consumption, are 5,340,448 bales 
since September 1, 1885, against 4,727,276 
bales in °84-#5, and 4,778,918 bales in 83-84. 

The total cotton in sight is 6,457,006 bales, 
against 5,593,842 bales im 84-85, 5,644,523 
in ’*3 &4 and 6,937,653 in ’82-83. This is an 
increase of 463,164 bales as compared with 
last year, 812,443 compared with ’83-84 and 
a decreace of 480,647 from ’82-83, 
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The Electric Bolt. 

During the present season we have had an 
unusually large number of deaths from 
lightning in various parts of the country. 

Naturally these frightful casualties dis- 
turb timid people, and set them to studying 
the best safeguards against their terrible 
enemy. 

Certain ordinary precautions should be 
observed in all thunder storms. Never take 
shelter under a tree. The old Indian tradi- 
tion ahout the exemption of the beech tree 
from lightning strokes has nothing in it. 
Lightning rods are useful only when they 
are the very best, erected by competent op- 
erators, who thoroughly understand their 
business. Always use the copper wire cable, 
and instead of high rods, let each vulnerable 
point of a building have a many-pronged 
red, each connecting with an encircled con 
ductor around the base of the roof, with 
two or more escapes into the moist earth. 

Pejssons in unprotected buildings should 
close windows aud doors,and keep away 
from chimneys during storms, 

When a man is caught in an open field his 
best course is to stay there, instead of rush- 
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the railway tracks, telegraph and telephone 
wires greatly decrease the danger, unlew a 
house has chimneys much more prominent 
than any in ‘the reighborhood. After all, 
very few people are killed by lightning. 


Boy Thieves in Court, 

Yesterday a very painfal spectacle was 
presented in the city court room. 

Seven or eight boys, some whites and some 
blacks, were arraigned for crimes varying all 
the way from petty thefts up to burglaries. 

The boys were from ten to fifteen years 
old, and a harder looking set could not have 
been: found very easily. They were accom- 
plished criminals in spite of the fact that 
that they had barely passed the age of ac- 
countability. There was in the crowda 
gang of five young burglars who had entered 
a Peachtree street store and carried off sixty 
shirts. These boys got ten months apiece 
for that offense, but there are other indict- 
ments hanging over them. 

It is no unusual sight to see boys on trial 
in the city eourt for thett, and often they 
become regular customers at the bar of jus- 
tice when once they have been there. The 
problem of managing young beggars and 
young thieves is an interesting one, and the 
man who solves it willalo his race a service, 
It seems that there is need for something to 
be done, when seven or eight youngsters ap- 
pear in court at one time.

There will be, on the lower 
floor, a dining room, reception room, two 
parlors, one of which the president intends to 
occupy as his study, besides the pantries and 
large kitchen. On the second floor will be 
three chambers and dressing rooms, bath 
rooms, closets and servants’ rooms. The attic 
story will contain four commodious chambers, 
The Washington Star says the place will pre- 
sent a very picturesque appearance when 
these changes are made,

There is rooted in the mind of every member of 
the human family an abiding respect for the sug:

Some months ago I saw a notice in the Eatonton 
Messenger of the death of Mrs. Elizabeth Cole. I 
suppose the younger generation growing up 
around Eatonton took but little interest in either 
the lifeor death of Mrs. Cole, but she was in 
some respects one of the most remarka- 
ble women I have ever met. In the days when 
the Eatonton Cadets were drilling around the 
academy and killing calves and hogs and stealing 
watermelons, she was called Aunt Betsy Cole. To 
some of the boys she was a terror, but to others she 
was most friendly. She was an old gray-headed 
woman whea men now in middle life were little 
boys, and I suppose she must have been more than 
eighty years old at the time of her death. She 
possessed remarkable energy and vitality, and was 
a most entertaining talker. She had little educa: 
tion, but she possessed a strong and vigorous mind 
and a wonderful amount of mother-wit. 


Aunt Betsy Cole had a reputation throughout 
all that region as a fortune teller. The negroes 
and a great many white people stood in great awe 
of her, and by some she was regarded as a@ Con- 
jurer—a person able to work spells and charms. 
There was a. time when her art 
of fortune-telling, for it was clearly 
an art, was greatly in demand among the school 
girls. Aunt Betsy’s tools of trade, so to speak, 
consisted of a beautiful quartz stone, the 
peculiarity of which wasits changing colors, 4 
pack of cards, dchina cup, and an unsurpassed 
knowledge of human nature, She sometimes in- 
epected her visitors’ palms, but more frequently 
she depended on her wonderful stone, her cards, 
and her china cup. 


I have seen her stone change color in her hands, 
but whether this was produced by the play of the 
light on its sides, or by some occult quality, I have 
never been able to say. The changing color ap- 
peared to be a perfectly natural thing to the small 
chap that watched it, but it has puzzled him no 
little in after life. On one occasion a bevy of 
school girls calledon Aunt Betsy. They were a 
laughing, chattering set, and scarcely gave the 
old woman time to make one prediction before 
they ssked for another. She told the fortunes 
of all, with one exception—and that exception the 
most beautiful and the richest. girl of the com- 
pany. 

“Ah, honey,” she said in response to repeated 
protests, ‘‘your fortune’s made.’’ 

Within the course of a very few monthsthe young 
girl was dead,

disappearance of a gold watch. The story, as re- 
lated by himself, is to the effect that he met with 
rather a cool reception—so cool, indeed, that he 
refrained from making himself known. But he 
discovered that he was pretty well known after 
all, for Aunt Betsy, running her cards in desultory 
fashion, remarked : 

‘You are hunting for what is not lost.’’

Mrs. Cleveland has been the mistress of th 
white house, the first lady of the land, for a little 
more than two monhts, and, although no woman 
of her age was ever placed in a more trying or con- 
spicuous position, none ever won a con 2st store 
comylete. At least 15,000 people have shakey 
hands with her and heard the sound of her voice, 
and not one has denied her beauty or (Jissented 
from the verdict that she is fitted for the place sha 
hés been selected to fill. 

And what an ordeal it has been! A school gir 
of 22, without experience, set upon a pedestal bee 
fore 55,000,000 of people; every motion scrutinized 
every word criticized and almost every thought 
that entered her mind subjected to close analysis. 

She has outlived the glamour that surrounded 
the bride and enters upon a career that every wo- 
man of ambition might envy,but few cou!d fill bet- 
ter than she. Two days in the week she will dee 
vote to callers until the adjournment of congress, 
and will be a:sisted by her friend, Miss lda Gregg, 
of Buffalo, in entertaining them. It is said to have 
been her choice to enter upon her arduous duties 
alone, and is showed her good sense. Her mother 
or the president’s sisters might have protected her 
somewhat, and relieved her from many perplexti- 
ties, but she preferred a companion of her own 
age and inexperience, and while she has had the 
benefit of the advice of Mrs. Whitney and Mrs 
Lamont, she has not suppressed her own individ 
uality. 

The daily routine of life at the white house hag 
not been altered much since a bride came to pre« 
side there, The president’s habits have not yielded 
to the change in hisdomestic affairs. A close in- 
spection of the private portion of the house, hows 
ever, shows that a woman’s dainty hand and re 
fined taste have passed over it, and the rooms loos 
less like a club house and more like a home. Mrs, 
Cleveland and her friend haye been overhanling 
the antique furniture, pulling one piece out of 
this room and pushing anothtrinto that, and at 
the west end of the private corridor they have 
fitted up alittle snuggery, where they sit some- 
times and exchange confidences. A piano has 
been taken up into one of the south chambers, and 
that part of the house, which has so long been 
gloomy and ——ee has now become musi- 
cal and merry under the touch of their fingers. 
Visitors who are shown into the president’s libra- 
ry nowadays hear unaccustomed sonuds, a snatch 

sopg disclosed by an opemed door, or an echo 
< ~ ree or a few notes of a piano gaily 
played. 

When the president hears these sounds he often 
looks surprised, and many atime leaves a pile of 
official papers on his desk, looks into the adjoining 
rooms to see what the girls, as he calls them. are u 
to, apn then returns to his work, a happier an 
more contented man. A ¢abinet meeting was in- 
terrupted the other day, andbgrave matters of state- 
craft were laid aside by a little confusion in which 
two girlish voices were apparent, but the inter- 
ruption passed suddenly away, and diverted at- 
tention was restored to the consideration of the 
fisheries question. 

During the morning hours Mrs. Cleveland sees 
nothing of her husband, but spends her time in 
reading, sewing, arranging things about the house, 
wandering in the ee and gossippiag 
with the gardener about the flowers, ef which 
she is very fond. Mrs. Cleveland has a jatent lit- 
erary taste, and has found in the white house li- 
brary a fountain of great pleasure It is a rare 
old collection of books, mostly presentation copies 
from authors who sought the appropation of pres- 
idents, and the shelves are loaded with literary 
curiosities. f 

The Ginner hour at the white house is halt-past 
six p’clock, and after dessert the president and 
his wife are usua'ly to be seen upon the south 

rtico, where they sit for an hour or so, he smok- 
ng and she chatting with her friend. The old 
chums of Grover Cleveland, the bachelor, would 
scarcely recognize him in his new biue serge suit, 
sittin tween two pestty, girls on a balcony and 
laughing at their sallies, It is so nething to which 
he is so unaccustomed that the novelty increases the 
pleasure, and he finds it the most difficult strug- 

le of the presidential life to leave their company 
or his desk in the library above. Coming in from

Mrs. Cleveland follows the president to the library 
and sits with him until his labors are jaid aside, 
She reads old novels or the latest m ne, and 
afterward calls for the newspapers, and, abso 
in them, permits the chief strate to write his 
veto messages undisturbed. metimes when he 
finds an amusing case he throws the papers into 
her lap, and she is much interested in the curious 
letters, containing all sorts of absurd re nests @ 
suggestions, that come daily in the presidential 
mail, Often she will sit at the opposite side of his 
desk and write letters to her mother or her 
schoo] friends, while he frames a presidential dix 
approval of the acts of congress.

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THE CAROLINA CONVENTION, 


Ne 
The Preliminary Phases of the Meeting for 
Wednesday. 


COLUMBIA, 8, C,, August 2,—[Special.]~-The 
state democratic convention which assembles 
in this city next Wednesday, will contain 316 
members. All the counties have elected dele- 
gates. The convention promisesto be one of 
the liveliest held in this state within the past 
decade. A governor, secretary of state, treas- 
urer, comptroller general, attorney general, 
adjutant and inspector general, state superin- 
tendent of education and a new executive 
committee will be elected to serve for the next 
two years. Scores of candidates for the state 
house offices arein the field from nearly every 
county. 

There are only four prominent candidates 
for governor—Colonel 5 ohn Peter Richard- 
son, Governor John C. Sheppard, the Hon. W. 
C. Coker and the Hon. Giles J. Patterson. 
At present thé chances appear to be in favor 
of Richardson. He is well known and re- 
spected alloverthe state. He has no ene- 
mies. Many of the delegations have been in- 
structed to advocate him, and it is safe to pre- 
dict that he will receive a very handsome 
yote on the first ballot. Whether thisevote 
will be large enough to secure his nomination 
itis not possible to say. 

The next strongest candidate seems to be 
Governor Sheppard. His strength is, how- 
ever, borrowed; itis derived from “Farmer 
Tillman.” It is notinherent. He is very 
unpopular, and could never get the nomina- 
tion but for the assistance of Tillman and his 
followers. Mr. Cokeris a-man of sterling 
worth. He is nota politician nor an office: 
secker. Heisnotthe favorite of ringsters, 
and will not make bargains or coalitions, 
Therefore, his chances zre not promising. 

Mr. Patterson is a Christian gentleman, a 
Sagacious statesman and an astute lawyer. 
He is far to good a man to engage in any dis- 
reputable work. He would rather lose all 
chances of yg than to ride into power 
on the oacks of demagogues, 

Two months ago nobody expressed any 
doubt about Colonel Richardson’s success. No- 
body dreamt of Sheppard‘as‘a possiblefcandidate; 
he was not theught of even asa candidate for 
lieutenant-governor. He has served two terms 
and it was understood that he would not seek 
anotherterm. As soon as Governor Thompson 
turned over his shoes to his lieutenant the 
idea occurred to some of the Edgefield 
politicians that it would be a fine thing to push 
forward Sheppard on the ‘farmers’ platform.” 
In order to carry this scheme through success- 
fully, the co-operation of “Moses Tillman” 
must be secured. Tillman bragged of his 
power, and claimed that he would possess a 
resistless strength in the convention, and 


would be able to dictate its policy 
and select its nominees. This boast 
was hooted at a few wecks ago, and the 


press ridiculed Tillman’s pretensions; but as day 
after day, convention after convention would 
declare in favor of the “farmers’ movement,”’ 
it gradually transpired that the claims of 
Tillman were not so very wild or insubstan- 
tial. The truth leaked out,:and it was seen 
that many of the county conventions had 
been most adroitly “worked” by Tillman’s 
confederates. It was feared that all this fine 
scheming and political cracksmanship meant 
the nomination of “Moses Tillman” himself, 
but it now turns out that it was all done in 
Sheppard’s interest, Now, whether or not 
Tillman will actually possess a controlling 
power in the convention is a question exceed- 
ingiy hard toanswer. I don’tthink he will, 
but there is no way to determine this before 
the convention meets, I have been making 
some close calculations and my conclusion is 
that Tillman will go into the convention with 
about one hundred voters at his back—voters 
who wili follow his dictation and dance to the 
crack of his whip, These and perhaps twenty 
others will support Sheppard on the first ballot 
and may stick to him throughout, On the 
first ballot Richardson will receive not less 
than one bundred and fifty votes, the others 
going to Pattezson and Coker. Patterson, then 
realizing that his case is hopeless, will prob- 
ably withdraw from the race, and Coker will 
poll a formidable vote onthe next ballot, both 
Sheppard and Richardson’ gaining at 
the same time, If Coker’s supporters 
find it impossible to nominate him he will be 
withdrawn and the contest will be narrowed 
down to Richardson and Sheppard. Most of 
Coker’s supporters will probably vote for 
Richardson at this critical juncture, and his 
nomination will follow. 

Notwithstanding all the boastful talk of 
Tillman’s and Sheppard’s adherents, and the 
flopping over of several leading newspapers, it 
is still believed that Richardson will get the 
nomination.

A detachment of 
soldiers charged with bayonets and cleared 
the streets. The police suffered severely. 
Some shots were fired from the mob, but 
without fatal resylt. 


The French Elections, 

PaRis, August 2.—Returns from 1,043 dis- 
tricts in which elections were held yesterday 
for councillors general have been received. 
One thousand four hundred and thirteen of 
these officials are elected triennially. In 636 
of the districts heard from republicans have 
been elected, and in 300 conservatives have 
been successful. In 107 districts a second 
ballot will be reyuired. The republican press 
calculate that the republican majority will 
not be seriously diminished. 

The latest returns show the election of 829 
republicans and 420 conservatives. Second 
ballote have to be taken for 107 seats. The 
republicans have gained sixty-nine seats and 
lost eighty-three. Republican journals ob- 
serve that those who expected a conservative 
reaction are now undeceived.

Bros., sixty hands, cigarmakers, were notified to- 
day that they must choose between their union 
and the Knights of Labor.

The shippers and bookers in Levy Bros,’ 
factory also went out, adding neariy 1,000 to the 
number of strikers.

HIDDEN GOLD. 


A Convict Reveals the Secrets of.a Notorious 
Mexican Desparado. 


About two years ago, says The San Jose 
(Cal.) Mercury, a Mexican named Albelardo 


Mendoza, a noted horse-thief, was shot and 
mortally wounded in Cholame valley by a 
Kern county constable. Before he died Men- 
doza made a full confession of his many 
crimes, stating, among other things, that he 
had Wuring the last year of Joaquin Murietta’s 
life been a member of that not<-d highway- 
man’s band of desparadoes. He also imparted 
the information that Joaquin had buried a 
goodly portion of his stolen treasure in the 
hills of Santa Barbara county, but died before 


he could accurately locate the spot. Thou- 


sands upon thousands of dollars captured by 
Joaquin from the miners were never satis- 
factorily accounted foo even bg the bandit’s 
extravggance and the refrisals that were 
frequenthy made upon him and his band by 
It was, therefore, the general 
his death that large sums 
had been buried at different places in the 
California hills. Many fruitless attempts to 
unearth a part of the hidden treasure have 
been made in late years in the Cantua can- 
yon, near the New Idra mines, a favorite hid- 
ing-place and camp of the bandit, and also of 
his successor Tiburcie Vasquez. Within the 
last month, however, a clew has been afforded 
which may result in something ‘‘tangible,” as 
the Irishman has it. 

A few weeks ago Sheriff Branham took to 
San Quentin a Mexican who had been sen- 
tenced toa long term of imprisonment, On 
the way to the prison he told the following 
extraordinary story, which, in many re- 
spects, is corroborative of the statement made 
by Mendoza in 1884: “I was in Santa Barba- 
s@," bo sald, “in 1553, ANG these I fell ia with 
Abelardo Mendoza. We became intimate, and 
one day when he had been drinking a little 
too much he said that he knew where there 
was a mint of money. I pressed him for 
particulars, but for atime he would not tell 
me apy more, Whisky finally opened his 
heart, and he said that when Joaquin Mu- 
rietta left for the Tulare plains—a trip that 
resulted in his death at the hands of Harry 
Love—he (Mendoza) was left behind, being ill 
witha fever. But Joaquin left these instruc: 
tions with him: ‘Atsuch and such a place,’ 
he said, ‘is a plant of gold 
and jewelry; if I am killed it be- 
longs tomy son. When you are certain of my 
death, find my son and place the plunder in 
the hands of those who will care for it for him, 
but on no account touch the treasure to benefit 
yourself. If you do, I will have the devil come 
on earth, cut your ears off, pull out your 
tongue, and fling you into the sea to be eaten 
up by the sbarks.’ After exacting a terrible 
oath that the instructions would be faithfully 
carried out, Murietta left him forever. When 
Mendoza got well he tried to find his dead 


leader’s son, but without succes. In 
1860 he wandered into Texas, 
and while there got into a _ diffi- 


culty and was sent to the penitentiary for 
twenty years. After his release he came to 
California, and up to 1880 made three trips 
into Santa Barbara county for the purpose of 
looking up the hidden treasure. But his heart 
failed him miles from the spot on every occa- 
sion. Of a superstitious nature, he feared if 
he disregarded Murietta’s injunction he would 
be gobbled up by the devil. Itried to con- 
vince him tLat Murietta dead was powerless 
todo him harm, and at last he consented to 


make a trip to the place in my 
company. Two days afterward we 
set out. We traveled along 


the stage road for some twenty miles in a 
southerly direction until we came to a point 
of the mountain. Here we turned off and 
took a dim trail that led up the coast side 
through the brush for about halt a mile, until 
we came in sight of three white rocks near 
the summit of the ridge. From these rocks 
we crogsed directly over to the eastern side, 
then descended the hill a short distance until 
we came to a spring. Looking then to the 
south we saw three oak trees standing in a 
line and about twenty-five yards apart. We 
went to the trees, and at the bottom of the 
first, about three feet underground, found 
a box, with the hinges ail 
rusted, containing a collection of pistols, 
knives, spurs, etc, Under the second tree, be- 
tween two roots, we unearthed another box, 
filled with jewelry, gold nuggets, and $50 
slugs. We took away $1,000, intending to 
come back when the money was spent. Men- 
doza swore he would never go back to the 
place without me, and I think he kept his 
word. I went back last spring alone and took 
away $1,500 more. There must be $15,000 
left, but it is not for me, for I shall never 
leave San Quentin alive.’ The sheriff took 
down the description of the spot, which tallies 
in most respects with the one above given, 
and may sometime takea trip of investiga- 
tion.

~The Opening Exercises, 
The Péabody Teachers’ institute met in this 
city yesterday. 
At half past nine the teachers assembled in 
the Girl's High school building, the whites in 


‘Browning ball and the colored in the large 


room adjoining Superintendeat Slaton’s 
rooms, . 


Notwithstanding the rain about fifty white 
teachers and thirteen colored were present. 
Several visitors were in the hall and appeared 
deeply interested. 

Dr. Orr, superintendent of the institute, 
made a lengthy talk in which he said that in 
his opening lecture he would answer the 
question, “Why the State Educates.” Dr, Orr 
spoke of the many benefits of the institute 
and its large field of work, of the modern 
methods of teaching,corporeal and morai pan- 
ishment, best methods of teaching and other 
questions of . 

VAST IMPORTANCE TO TEACHERS, 

He said that it was the duty of teachers to 
keep thoroughly posted on the school law; that 
they had rights and privileges which should 
be recognized, 

Dr. Orr’s address was highly entertaining 
and instructive. The institute is one of the 
benefits resulting from the noble charity of 
George Peabody, and the benefits of it are 
offered to the teachers of Georgia free, while 
the state does not contribute a cent towards 
its support. Theteacherswho attend devote 
their vacation to the interchange of thought, 
and the drill in advanced methods of instruc: 
tion, which must make them more eflicient 
when they go back to their schools. 

It is conducted with money furnished by 
the trustees of the Peabody fund, The ob- 
ject of the trustees is to assist and stimulate 
efforts made by the states, cities or counties. 
The appropriation to a teacher’s institute 
in Georgia isthe only case where money is 
furnished without a corresponding effo:t on 
the part of the state. Unlesssuch assistance 
is furnished, the trustees will probably 

DISCONTINUE THE APPROPRIATION 
next year. Atlanta teachers, especially, 
have a great opportunity in an institute in 
their own city. Yesterday the instructors 
explained to the teachers their places of in- 
struction. 

Mejor Slaton, the instructor in arithmetic, 
will treat especially of the teaching of com- 
biratcns:f num’*ers fion oneto 61. 

Mrs. Mallon expects to do some normal 
work, and wishes the teachers to come this 
morning supplied with a copy of Swinton’s 
Sixth reader. 

Professor Lane teaches “geography for be- 
ginners.” 

Professor Caldwell will show how to teach 
geometry and algebra. 

The instructor iff science, Professor John W. 
Glenn, will first treat of the subject, ‘How to 
Utilize Nature.” 

The following programme was arranged for, 
the morning exercises.

Prof. slenn, 9 to 9:35 
Prof. Lane, 9:40 to 10:10, 
Dr, Orr, 10:25 to 11.

Baker, 11:40 to 12:10, 
Prof. Caldwell, 12:15 to 12:45, 
Maj. Slaton, 12:50 to 1:20. Prof. Golasmith.

The above programme will allow a rece3s of 
five minutes after each lecture and one of fif 
tsen minutes at 10:10 o clock. The hours will 
be adhered to throughout the month, but the 
instructors will vary as to which hour they 
lecture. The two who come last today will 
be first tomorrow, the others being changed to 
suit, and a similar change will be made daily. 

EXPERIENCE MEETINGS, 

The afternoon will be given to experience 
meetings, when teachers will be allowed to 
give their views in regard to to anything per- 
taining to the school room. Superintendent 
Slaton says the meeting will be free-and-ge- 
ez2sy, aud that they will tbo tho most interest- 
ing and instructive part of the session. 

“What do you think of the outlook?” asked 
the reporter. 

‘‘Am well pleased,” wasthereply. ‘The at- 
tendance has been small, but that is always 
the case the first day.” 

“Will the attendance be larger this year 
than last?’ 

“Yes, sir. I think fully one hundred more 
teachers will be in attendance. Thisis a 
good thing for the teachers of Georgia, No 
one except teachers can realize the advantage 
to be derived from attending. Toillustrate: 
Last year there was an old gentleman here 
from Dade county, Alabama. He had not 
been teaching but a few years, and it was 
right fanny the way be happened to pick up 
the beech switch, it just came 
to the point where the neighborhood 
in which Mr. Taylor lived were compelled to 
bave a schoo] teacher. As I learned, the 
neighbors gathered together and choose Mr. 
Taylor. He went at it, and when I say he has 
been successful J do not express it. He came 
down here last year and it was the hardest 
matter in the world to get him to see into the 
modern methods of teaching. Finally, how- 
ever, he was convinted of the facts brought be- 
fore him, and he went home, and today he has 
one of the most successful schools in the 
country.”

THE GENBRALCOUNCIL DISCUSSES 
THB HEAVY FINES. 


The Matter Referred to the Mayor, Who Will Con- 
sider It-The Opening ofthe Bids for the Crew 
Strvect Work—A Bid for the Technological 
School—Feoster Street Extension, 


Messrs, T. C. Maysov, Theo. Schumann, H. 
Werner, Pave Hollis, J. J. McMahon, A. 
Bronck and C. C. Thorn, the seven liquor 
men who were fined $500 each by Judge An- 
derson for violating the prohibition law, pet'- 
tioned the general council yesterday fur 
clemency. 

The petition was presented by Mr. James 
Mayson, attorney for the petitioners. The 
petition set forth that during the past month 
of July, cases were made before the recorder 
of your city against Theo. Schumann,H. Wer- 
ner, Hollis & McMahon, A. Bronck and T. C. 
Mayson, charged with keeping for illezal sale 
spirituous and malt liquors in said city. On 
tho trial of said cases, J. A. Anderson, recorder. 
then and there presiding, the evidence show- 
ed that eaid parties, acting under a quart li- 
cense, sold maJt and spirituous Jiquors by the 
quart and in some cases, allowed same to be 
drark on the premises. 
of Judge Clarke, in cases of Big Bonanza 
against the city, none were allowed to be so 
drauk. There was nointention to violently 
oppose thelawe, butall that was done, was 
écne underthe idea of undoubted legality. 
The above named parties have records show- 
ing their desire to always abide by the laws, 
and their actions following Judge Clarke’s 
decision proves that such was their intention 
in above cases, all cf which is respectfully 
submitted. Wherefore it is prayed that said 
fines be remitted. ; 

The rules were suspended after the potition 
had been read, and Mr. Mayson addressed the 
council, urging the body to grant his clients 
some relief, 

Mr. Angier introduced a resolution direct- 
ing the m&yor to reduce the fines to five dol- 
lars each, 

“Make the minimum twenty-five dollars,” 
said Mr. Cooper.

“JT would like to know, your honor,” said 
Mr. May, “whether the council has the right 
to recommend this reduction. If we have, I 
will cecond the motion. Idon’t know the 
evidence in the cases, but there are men there 
whom I know would not knowingly violate a 
law.” 

During Mr. May’s remarks, Mr. C.C. Thorn 
appreached the fiith ward section and spoke to 
Mr. Bell, who arose as Mr. May sat down. 

“T would like to ask,” said he, “if Mr. 
Thorn’s name is to that petition?’’ 

“No, sir,” said the clerk, 

“No,” said Mr. Thorn,at the same time, “but 
I would like to have it there.”’ 

“T move then that we add his name,’ said

“The duty of executive clemency,” said 
Mayor Hillyer, ‘‘rests entirely with the mayor 
and while 1 have no desire to shiftthe respon- 
sibility I want tosay that I have every respect 
for any request this body may make.
